3 Are Arrested 


The elder Douglas was arrested at 


1 a. m. Saturday with the negro wom- 
an at their home on the north side of 
the city. The younger Douglas was 
taken in custody Saturday morning. 
Another negro, Earl Horn, was being 
questioned at police headquarters Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


Details of the midnight attack which 


occurred • in darkness near the rear 
of the compress were related by po- 
lice, H. O; Kyler, manager of the com- 
press, who was the first to learn of 
the attack, from the .victim: 


Mr. Eason, carrying a lantern and 


time-clock,1 was making 'his rounds^ 
at,,thetj-cotapress..- Jge ,.-w** 
along rows ojf cotton in No. 3 
near the rear of the compress. 


Suddenly, with catlike motion, a 


sinister figure sprung from'the top of 
a bale of cotton and landed on Eason's 
back. There was a brief scuffie. Eason 
was knocked tothefloor. 


A club, carried by the assailant, 


rang on Eason's head and body. 


Eason Robbed 


Eason was robbed of $25 and left 


on the floor. The attacker jerked the 
keys from his victim, unlocked the 
side door of the building, and escaped 
into the darkness. 


Eason, groggy from blows about the ; 


head and weak from 
loss of blood, 


was unable to walk. He crawled from . 
the point o! attack to the compress of- ' 
fice. There he telephoned Manager 
Kyler of the compress and told him 
what had occurred. 


Kyler, reused from bed, hurriedly 


dressed while Mrs. Kyler telephoned 
police. Officers Baker, Ward 
and 


Stuart immediately went .to the scene. 


Eason was taken to Julia Chester 


hospital.

Douglas was found in bed. 


Police said that the Hall woman told

Paul himself towered far above the 


tallest pine trees, and often sampled a 
logging operation by plucking out a 
few pines like radishes. 


Mighty logger though he wns, Paul 


owed much to Babe, the Blue Ox, the 
faithful beast which turned color dur- 
ing the Winter of the Blue Snow and 
which drank so deeply of the rivers 
that she drained them dry. making it 
necessary to stop lumbering opera- 
tions. 


Babe measured 42 ax-handles and a

Martyr, Is Dead 


H e a r t b r o k e n , 
Though 


Army Exonerated Him 


a Generation Ago 


PARIS. France.—(ff>)~-Death 
Friday 


night 
ended 
the 
famed,

'Dreyfus case.". 


Though 
nightmares of 
the 
four 


years he spent on Devil's Island for 
alleged treason to France harried him 
in his last months, Lieut. Col. Alfred 
Dreyfus died peacefully, members of 
lis family about him. He was 75. 


The world-wide controversy Drey- 


fus' imprisonment stirred at the turn 
of the century was in sharp contrast 
to the almost hermit-like seclusion of 
his latter years. 


Dreyfus' family. Mme. Dreyfus, and 


liis son and daughter, Pierre and 
Jeanne, did all it could to avoid re- 
viving bitter memories of 40 years 
ago. but a year ago friends disclosed 
that nightmares of his imprisonment 
still often awakened him though it 
lad been 35 years since he was par- 
doned. 


A young Jewish captain 
in 
the 


•Vench army who served on the gen- 
eral staff. Dreyfus in 1894 was con- 
victed in secret court martial of sell- 
ing military secrets to Germany. Four 
years later, such was the commotion 
Vis alleged "framing" created, he was 
wrought back from Devil's Isfand and 
Iried again. Again he was convicted,: 
:o the world's astonishment, and sent- 
enced that time to 10 years 'imprison- 
ment. The president of France par- 
doned him. 


Eight 
more 
years—during 
which 


oombs were thrown, duels fought and 
'amilies split asunder over the ques- 
ion of his guilt or innocence—were 
needed fully to vindicate him. 


The supreme court annulled all the 


proceedings and proclaimed his inno- 
cence, the French Parliament restored 
Dreyfus to the army which immedi- 
ately promoted hi mto major and the 
cross of chevalier of the Legion of 
Hopor was given him. 


However, Dreyfus went into Eoelus- 


on, emerging when the World war 
began to volunteer for service. He 
commanded one of the forst guarding 
Paris during the war years, and after- 
ward resumed his cloistered existence, 
emerging only once more 
to 
join 


French intellectuals in pleading for 
clemency for Sacco and Vanzetti.
